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THE MISSIONARY COUNCIL. 


Pursvant to the provisions of the Constitution of this Society, the Board 
of Managers, at its meeting June 9th, after conference with the diocesan 
authority, appointed the next Missionary Council to be held at Detroit, Michi- 
gan, beginning Tuesday, October 20th, 1891. The Presiding Bishop has ex- 
pressed his canonical approval of this appointment. 


ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


AT ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, JUNE 9TH, 1891. 

The following elected members were present: The Right Rev. Drs. 
Whitaker, Niles, Lyman, Dudley, Scarborough, Peterkin, Starkey and Paret; 

the Rey. Drs. Hoffman, McVickar, Reese, Smith, Satterlee, Shipman, Hall, 

Huntington and Applegate, the Rev. Mr. Brewster and the Rev. Dr. Vibbert; 

and Messrs. Low, King, Davies, Whitlock, Chauncey and Marvin. Of the ez- 

officio members the Right Rev. Dr. Jackson was present. The Right Rev. Dr. 

Lyman was called to the chair, which at a later moment he resigned to the 
Right Rey. Dr. Niles. 

Letters were received from several of the Bishops in the United States, 
with regard to the missionary work within their respective jurisdictions, whose 
requests were met by action of the Board. 

—— Communications were submitted from the Right Rav. Drs. C. M. 
Williams, Hare, Boone, Ferguson and Holly and from a number of the mission- 
aries in various parts of the Foreign field. A report was submitted from the Rey. 
F. R. Graves, who is returning to China in July, covering the very efficient 
work that he has done in this country during the last nine months, from 
which it appears that he has made 131 addresses in 106 places. 

—— The most important matter before the Board was the question of the 
annual apprepriations for the fiscal year which begins September Ist next. The 
basis of the appropriations is the amount which has been received by contribu- 
tions for the previous twelve months, 7.¢., from June 1st, 1890, to June Ist, 
1891, The basis was reported by the Treasurer to be, for Domestic Missions, 
$178,435, and for Foreign Missions, $160,685. There was a proposal to re- 
duce the appropriations for Domestic Missions because of the lack of funds, but 
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other counsels prevailed, and the appropriations for Domestic and Indian Mis- 
sions were maintained at the present rates, with the exception of an addition of 
$500 to Alabama, where the previous allowance of $500 had proved to be alto- 
gether inadequate. The summary is as follows:

—— The details of the foregoing appropriations will be given to the Church 
as usual after the beginning of the new fiscal year. There will be some adjust- 


ments to be made and some necessary outlay not included in the above to be 
estimated. 


FINANCIAL. 


THE receipts of the Society and the needs of the work are relative. Gen- 
erally, the demands increase faster than the means to meet them. While in no 
year in the history of this Society have the contributions been so large up to 
the first of June as they have been this year, yet it is a fact that, because of 
larger demands from the field, it is a very serious question whether the Board 
can close the fiscal year (with August 3ist) without a large debt. 

The contributions for nine months from the first of September to the first 
of June during the seven years last past show the following comparison: 1885, 
$193,138.40 ; 1886, $222,594.98 ; 1887, $227,050.97; 1888, $248,711.07; 1889, 
$245,451.34; 1890, $272,519.06; 1891, $289,577.05. Yet, notwithstanding this 
encouraging growth in the contributions, the sum needed to bring the Society 
to the end of the year is much greater than usual at this season. The Treas- 
urer’s report shows that $85,343.09 is needed for Domestic Missions, and 
$55,601.25 for Foreign Missions, or a total of $140,944.34. This total may be 
reduced by $31,295.90, being the proceeds of legacies during the nine months ; 
so leaving $109,648.44 to be provided during June, July and August, The 
contributions for the corresponding months of last year were $49,565. Owing 
to the breaking up of parish agencies during the hot weather our reliance ig 
upon individual gifts. 


Weare informed that, first and last, there is a good deal of money for mis- 
sions lying in the hands of parish treasurers. They will instantly see the ne- 
cessity for prompt remittances to our Treasurer, 
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NO RETRENCHMENT IN DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


At the June meeting of the Board of Managers, when the appropriations 
were under consideration, it was moved and strongly urged that a reduction of 
ten per cent. be made in the appropriations for Domestic Missions for the new 
year on account of lack of funds. 

Such a measure, if adopted, would have been a heavy burden upon the 
Bishops, checking the missionary enterprise and carrying sad tidings to the 
missionaries. It would be extremely disheartening to take away one-tenth from 
missions in our own country when the need is paramount and imperative. Al- 
though the Board is limited in its appropriations by the gifts of the Church, yet, 
nevertheless and happily, the appropriations were renewed at the same rate as 
at present, and an addition of $500 was made to the present meagre grant to 
the Diocese of Alabama. Rather than make a disastrous disturbance in the 
work, the Board decided to hold on in the hope that the people of the Church 
would realize the situation and meet it. 

We had experience a few years ago of a cutting down and it was enough 
for a lifetime. Had not its effects been lightened by the intervention of a gen- 
erous friend they would have been distressing in the extreme. That it should 
ever again become necessary to call a retreat in our Domestic Missions may God 
forbid, and may He grant that a keener sense of responsibility may strike home 
to the hearts of all our people. 


THE SCOPE OF DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


Do we realize the magnitude and variety of our missions in this country ? 
The glorious work among the Indians; the immense field among 8,000,000 Col- 
ored People, which enlists our wisest thought and effort; the thirteen mission- 
ary jurisdictions, whose Bishops have been sent to lay foundations and build 
up the Church ; the middle West, whose swelling populations invite the largest 
Christian enterprise; the new South, where quickened energies demand fresh 
spiritual forces to guide the people: these, and help to older dioceses, constitute 
the field of our Domestic Missions. 

The members of the Church are pledged to support this work, but their 
contributions are inadequate to its manifold requirements. Because the con- 
sciences of clergy and laity are not all alive to this duty the Board is driven to 
think of retrenchment when the need of enlargement is most manifest. Where 
is there within the whole range of Christian missions a field so grand and in- 
spiring ? Will not those who perceive the immense value of this work bestir 
themselvesnow ? The generous friends of Domestic Missions should proclaim 
by emphatic gifts: ‘‘ The work must go forward—not fewer workers, but more 
—not smaller stipends, but larger for the brave men who carry the Church’s 
standard in the front of the conflict. Let us hold fast what we have, seize 
opportunities, occupy new points and press on.” 

Love of country, love of Church, love of God, with rising emphasis and 
pathos, plead in us for greater compassion and zeal in behalf of missions in 


‘these United States, Shall we indulge in luxuries while these servants of God 


suffer want ? Shall we hoard God’s bounty and permit His work to languish ? 


260 THEIR WORKS DO FOLLOW THEM. 


To establish the work upon a right basis and carry it with strength will 
require throughout the Church a loftier sense of duty and kindled affections. 
For these we will continue to pray and strive earnestly, but at the present time 
the work must appeal to individuals, and press upon the hearts of those who 
have the means to contribute largely. 


UNPRECEDENTED INCREASE IN JAPAN. , 


BisHor BICKERSTETH, in his opening address at the third biennial synod of 
the Japan Church, referred as follows to the remarkable progress of the last 
four years: 

Four years have elapsed since the first synod of our Church was held in this city. 
There seems to me large reason for thankfulness to Almighty God for the progress which 
has since been made. We already at our first meeting were a branch of the Church of 
Christ, by virtue of our implicit acceptance of the Catholic Creed and of the Orders of 
the Christian Ministry. It was our business then to give expression to, and make out- 
ward claims of, this position in our constitution, and to lay down such other laws as 
seemed needed for the regulation and development alike of worship and work. The 
interval has shown that, in the main, the canons then agreed upon were such as answer 
to the circumstances and needs.of the Church in this country. 

Meanwhile, progress has been uninterrupted and rapid. Of the synod of 1887, no 
Japanese member had been admitted to the Priesthood. Now, of twelve Japanese clergy, 
four are Priests. Then we represented a body of less than 1,500 Christians (of whom 
half had been baptized during the preceding year). The interests of about 4,000 are now 
committed to your care. The number of catechists was then fifty-one. Now it is 110. 
The number of foreign missionaries was then thirty-four. Now it is ninety-three. These: 
rates of increase, are, I believe, unprecedented even in Japan. 


THEIR WORKS DO FOLLOW THEM. 


WITHIN the past few weeks four excellent friends of our Church’s missions 
have died. John T. Farish and Jacob Halsted of New York city, Mrs. Amos 
A. Lawrence of Longwood, Massachusetts, and George D. Morgan of Irvington, 
New York; each of them was a generous supporter of missions. Their contri- 
butions could be depended upon regularly, and special needs, requiring sympa- 
thetic and intelligent interest and aid, did not appeal in vain to either of these 
servants of God. Mrs. Lawrence's benefactions reached to all parts of the mis- 
sionary field. ‘There is no estimating the good she did, the burdens ghe light- 
ened, the help she gave; but many a Bishop and struggling missionary have 
been cheered in their work by her timely aid, and every good cause in the 
Church has by her death lost a true friend. 

The writer recalls interviews with each of the other persons named in which 
they evinced a lively interest in the missionary work, and he particularly remem- 
bers an animated conversation with Mr. Morgan, who suggested that all laymen 
of means should be enlisted in the support of missions by becoming annual 
subscribers of a definite sum to our treasury. 

We feel a sense of loss in the death of these friends of missions, not alone. 
because of their gifts, which came to our treasury year after year, but even more- 
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because they regarded with tender solicitude the work which is most dear to us. 
Who can doubt that one who has thus been a helper of others by the means 
which God has placed in his power will reflect with pleasure upon the use 
which he has made of money in promoting the good of mankind, and if but 
one soul has been blessed forever by his liberality the reward will be more than 
a recompense for all it has cost ? We have no better wish or prayer for those 
who receive God’s bounty than that they may learn to use it freely in doing 
good to the bodies and souls of their fellow-men. 

May many be raised up in the place of those liberal givers, who, having 
fulfilled their course in faith, have been called to higher service. 


THE SECRET OF MISSIONARY POWER. 


THE late Archbishop Magee, of York, whose death occurred within a few 
weeks after his elevation, will be best remembered as the able and eloquent 
Bishop of Peterborough. In a sermon preached before the Church Missionary 
Society of England he gave utterance to the following words of sound wisdom : 


The life of our society does not consist in-crowded meetings, interesting and eloquent 
speeches, powerful patrons, zealous collectors, numerous subscriptions, an overflowing 
treasury. It lives by all these, but not by these alone. Its life consists in the presence 
of Christ in the hearts of Christian men. Not the great meeting nor the great speech, 
but the Spirit of the Lord that fills the meeting and the speaker; not the great patron, 
but the love of Christ in his heart that makes him willing to cast his honors at the feet 
of Christ; not the large gift, but the loving self-denial that accompanies it: these are the 
things in which its true life consists. Let us never forget this. Let us, who necessarily 
resort so much to the use of all these means, beware of the idolatry of means; let us be- 
ware of supposing that these are indispensable to our success, or that they are to be pre- 
ferred, in the very least degree, to the word of the Lord. Let us remember that here, 
too, we need the martyr spirit; that here, too, we must be ready to sacrifice life for duty ; 
here, too, we must remember we ‘do not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 


THOUGHTS ABOUT GIFTS AND BEQUESTS. 


‘“‘THE Kenyon Book” is an interesting volume just issued under the 
editorship of the Rey. President Bodine, of Kenyon College, Ohio. It contains 
contributions from various sources, and gives a faithful history of the institu- 
tions which were originally founded by Bishop Philander Chase, the first Bishop 
of Ohio, and have been fostered by his successors in office. The list of gifts 
and endowments on pages 55-67 recalls the names of men and women, many 
of whom have gone to their reward, who were generous in their benefactions to 
Church institutions. 

One of the articles in this volume, from the pen of the venerated Bishop 
Bedell, is a wise and thoughtful address upon the responsibilities of wealth with 
reference to works of love and mercy. It should be carefully read and pondered 
by those who desire to do their duty and fulfil their stewardship. The Bishop 
says: 

Christian love, when making gifts during life, or providing for legacies after death, 
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will not content itself with less than a generous percentage of income or estate. This 
percentage should be measured by a sense of obligation to Christ, and of each one’s 
bounden duty to relieve the sorrows and needs of that distressed humanity which Christ 
redeemed with His precious blood; for Christ has left the amelioration of these woes to 
the conscience and charity of His followers. 

If it be said that it is wiser to complete one’s charities during life, whilst they can 
be properly guided and guarded, the answer is obvious. Certainly, let every possible 
provision of benevolence or beneficence be made whilst one’s will and generosity can con- 
trol it. But, unless a Christian can do something of loving supererogation, I do not see 
how the meeting of all possible righteous or charitable claims on his income during life 
will compensate for a neglect to contribute a just share of his property to meet such 
claims on his estate after he is dead. 

It is well to trust one’s heirs, that they will do their duty; but it is safer and wiser 
to do one’s duty for one’s self, and not to impose an obligation on others to which they 
may possibly be reluctant. 

In this peculiarly reckless and improvident age, when nothing is more noteworthy 
than the melting away and utter dissipation of great estates after the death of an accu- 
mulator, it would seem as if no argument were needed to enforce this subject. The 
grand charities of the world, glorious intellectual treasures, libraries, schools, universi- 
ties, are chiefly the results of legacies. Some few persons in our day have set a noble 
example by such endowments while living. Great souls! They ennoble their genera- 
tion. But this is seldom possible. In the providence of God our age and our Church 
must wait until its children pass from this stage before we shall see great charitable or 
educational foundations firmly and generously laid. It must result from bequests. 


IGNORING EFFECTIVE AGENCIES. 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of Wakefield, the Dean of 
Ripon and others in England, have called attention to a great defect in the 
book ‘‘In Darkest England,” namely, the ignoring of the numerous agencies, 
charitable and evangelistic, which are grappling energetically and effectively 
with the evils which are so darkly pictured in that work. ‘Translations of the 
work, we are told, are being made into French, German, and other European 
languages, and also into Japanese. The readers of these translations will very 
naturally think that there is very great apathy, both in state and Church, con- 
cerning the physical and spiritual distress in the east end of the great metrop- 
olis, and that very little is being done compared with what is actually the case. 
Not a tithe of what is being done is stated or even hinted at, and so much 
darkness and so little light have furnished the material for the book, that its 
influence in foreign nations will not be altogether for good, as the people of 
these nations cannot so readily learn the real state of the case as English read- 
ers can. . 

Numerous are the witnesses who are testifying to the many benign influ- 
ences that are opposing with irresistible energy the evils complained of. One 
of these witnesses is Francis Edward Smiley, who, in the Missionary Review 
says: 

In the city of London, where are to be found the darkest spots in darkest England, 
the herculean efforts of the churches to rescue the perishing are as astounding as the 
gigantic evils to be grappled with. There are literally hundreds of organizations em-

ploying thousands of missionaries, colporteurs, Bible-women, nurses, Scripture-readers, 
deaconesses, and teachers, who are striving night and day, on the streets and in the tene- 
ments, to raise from the mire the souls and bodies of the ‘“‘submerged tenth.” In no city 
in the world is there exhibited a more aggressive Christianity, or are more evangelistic 


agencies effectively organized, or more money spent for philanthropic purposes, than in 
so-called ‘ heathen London.” 


There are at least 1,000 agencies, recorded in the Charities Register and 
Digest, at work relieving distress, both physical and moral. There are 2,000 
places of worship, with all the evangelistic agencies for aggressive work. There 
are, moreover, a number of churches exclusively for foreigners, 


OBEDIENCE A PRIME CONDITION OF BLESSING. 


We need to remind ourselves that we are conducting a grand campaign. 
We are under orders—orders that are peremptory and admit of neither excuse, 
debate nor delay. We have no option. As has been well said: 


We cennot plead disabilities or difficulties. Our great Commander says: ‘‘ Go ye! 
preach My Gospel to every creature;” and go we must. Costs are nothing; obstacles 
nothing; possible non-success or defeat nothing. ‘‘ Ye are My friends, if ye do whatso- 
ever I command you.”” Though on every side there towered Chinese walls mountains high, 
though money must needs be poured out by millions; aye, though on this side were 
death-belts like those of Africa, and on that the fiercest savages and cannibals of the Fiji 
islands, it would not matter. The work of command rings like a bugle blast, and we 
must obey or be false to our sacramental vows. 

It would do the churches of our day good to feel the sharp grip-of this clear, un- 
questioned necessity. No word is more needed in these times of lax obligation and lax 
conscience and lax morality than that old word—duty. A pilgrimage under the brow of 
the old mount that flamed and thundered, and out of the splendors that enshrined 
Jehovah when He sent forth the Tables of the Zaw, would help not a few of God’s people 
to remember that obedience to God’s commands is now as ever a prime condition of His 
blessing. Red Seas and Amalekites will evermore give way when the chosen peop 
promptly and loyally follow the pillar of cloud and of fire. 


BRIEF MENTION. 


From Bishop Ferguson’s letters it is patent that the opportunities for work in the 
Cape Palmas jurisdiction are growing faster than the resources of the Board will enable 
it to meet the openings by increased appropriations. The Bishop asks for about $5,000 
more than last year. 


Tus month’s frontispiece, engraved from a photograph furnished by the Rev. 8. C. 
Partridge, represents a group of native Deacons of Wuchang, Hankow, and Wu Hu, in 
our China mission. The readers of Tum Spirit or Missions have been informed from 
time to time, in the correspondence from China, of these faithful and earnest men. They 
are the Rev. Messrs. Liu, Ts’en, Hwang, Kwei, Wang, Yang and Nié, and they stand in 
the group in the order in which we have given their names, the first of the seven (Mr. 
Liu) being at the left-hand side of the picture. 


Grace Church, Orange, New Jersey, is one of the most wide-awake of missionary 
parishes. The people have in large measure caught the spirit of their rector, and are 
cheerful helpers of every branch of missions, St. John’s Church, Salem, New Jersey, 
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also, is a frequent contributor to the cause of missions. There are rectors who are not 
content merely to take an offering for missions once a year, but who try to keep their 
peeple always in touch with the work at home and abroad, and afford them frequent op- 
portunities to testify their interest by their gifts. 


Cuurcx people all over this broad land who have been blessed with the stewardship 
of a considerable portion of the Lord’s silver and gold, should consider earnestly whether 
they ought not to make a substantial contribution toward meeting the pledges for this 
year, which the Board has made for the mission work in faith that the liberal-hearted 
would supply the money to carry on the work. 


Hoxpers of Missionary Pockets should be reminded to return them after the first of 
July, when new ones will be supplied. 


Tur amount of Lenten Offerings received up to June 25th is $46,653.72, from 
1,498 Sunday-schools, and there are others which took boxes yet to be heard from. We 
have discovered that remittances from twenty-five parishes, amounting to over $800, were 
not reported as Sunday-school Lenten Offerings, although they were such. We should 
be glad to be informed if there are any other items credited to parishes in the May, June, 
or July Spirit or Missions which should be counted as Sunday-school Lenten Offerings. 


Tue Rev. George F. Bragg, Jr. (Colored), missionary at Norfolk, Virginia, pub- 
lishes in that city the Church Advocate, a monthly magazine, in the interest of the general 
work of the Church among the Colored People. The magazine is made up of news of 
Colored missions, intelligent and independent discussion of the various questions that 
affect them, and useful religious reading matter, and deserves not only a good circulation 
among Colored Church people, but also support and encouragement from all members of 
the Church. The subscription price is one dollar per annum. 


THE Rev. Dr. Pierson well says: ‘‘ Every pastor should be a student of missions and 
an authority on missions.” 


THE Bishop of London has instituted a new order of lay ‘‘ diocesan readers” to con- 
duct services and make addresses in churches, under his authority and with certain re- 
strictions. Among the diocesan readers first named by the Bishop were several gentlemen 
who were specially commissioned to make addresses on missions, and of whom the editor 
of the Church Missionary Gleaner was one. The Gleaner says: ‘‘ We cannot doubt that 
the result of the important step taken by the Bishop will gradually be to foster mission- 
ary addresses by laymen in church, either at the close of the regular services or at addi- 
tional services. We say ‘ by laymen’ because it should be noted that the new readers are 
not half-and-half clergymen. They do not presume to take clerical functions upon them- 
selves; and they can do nothing except at the invitation of the clergy. One advantage 
of their having to wear a distinctive ‘tippet’ (as the plain black cloth collar is called) is 
that no one can mistake them for what they are not. They are laymen, ready and willing 


to serve their Master, and the Church they belong to, in due subordination to all proper 
authority.” 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


THE treasurer of Zion Church, Philadelphia, in forwarding a contribution of $300 
writes: ‘‘Our rector has taken up the subject of missions, one dear to his heart, aad 
awakened an impulse, which it is to be hoped may continue to show good results in ad- 
ditional interest in this important work of the Church. We are by no means a rich con- 
gregation, and our own parish work claims a very large part of our ability, but we haye 
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been impressed with the fact that there is a great field ‘beyond’ and recognize the duty 
and privilege of sharing in the work. A very large part of this contribution has been 
raised by our Sunday-school, our rector, Mr. Carroll, never neglecting an opportunity of 
presenting the subject of missions to them.” 


Tue Rev. S. S. Burleson, missionary at Oneida, in the Diocese of Fond du Lac, in 
remitting a contribution of $9.49 from the Indians of Hobart Church, writes: ‘‘ You can 
see that the Oneida Indians are desirous that the white people should be properly Chris- 
tianized (!), hence their offering in excess of what is generally given by white congrega- 
tions. I removed from the Diocese of Milwaukee and took charge of this work April 1st. 
Any one who thinks it a sinecure makes a great mistake. One’s hands and head and heart 
are kept full enough to ensure a healthful action. This does not mean that the Oneidas 
are a troublesome people. On the contrary, they are more confiding and devout than 
white people. There are nearly 1,800 of them, and I am assured that there is not an un- 
baptized adult on the reservation. The present spring has been a time of great sickness 
among the Oneidas. As there is no resident physician on the reservation, I have been 
obliged to use what knowledge of medicine I have and minister to them in that way. 
Though many have been dangerously ill, there has been but one death. The prevailing 
disease was the grip. A sick Indian is one of the most discouraged creatures in the 
world. His gratitude for relief given is very great. There is great need of two Indian 
Deacons in this work. They should go from house to house. Only two-thirds of the 
people can understand and speak the English language. As I cannot speak the Oneida 
tongue, Iam cut off from one-third, except as I call an interpreter to my aid. The 
Church of Rome is unsparing in her efforts to get a foothold on this reservation. Only a 
few days since a Romish Priest was in my house and at my table in disguise. But the 
disguise did not avail. Can it not be that we have a stronger and larger force? If I had 
the two native Indian Deacons I am sure that a good work could be done. The reserva- 
tion is nine miles by twelve. As one-third of the people cannot speak English, they 
must be held for the Church through their own tongue. On Sundays, and at all services, 
an interpreter stands beside me. The lessons, epistle and Gospel and sermon are inter- 
preted. One or two Indian hymns are sung. The interpreting consumes much time. A 
sermon which would require twenty minutes in English, will require forty minutes more 
for interpreting. Many of the people read English well. The music in the church is of 
a peculiar character; but I would not have it changed.” 


LIFE IN JAPAN. 


BisHop Hare writes from Kyoto, April 
24th, as follows; ‘‘I am reminded while 
travelling that the mail leaves for America 


night, I should have supposed on looking 
around me in the morning that I was in the 
south of France on the shores of the Medi- 


in a day or two, and I therefore send off at 
once some notes written by the way, which, 
whatever their imperfections, will certify 
you that Iam here in Japan, this wonderful 
country, and imbibing information, and im- 
parting also, I trust, some good. 

‘‘T thought that I had some conception of 
the state of life in Japan; but a personal 
visit quickly exposed the error of this 
notion. This is a heathen land, and ‘hea- 
then’ generally suggests the barbarous and 
ryde; but had I been dropped down in the 


terranean. The scenery is hardly less beauti- 
ful; the look of the streets, the appearance 
of the houses, the language of the people 
when not distinctly heard, the odors which 
assail the olfactories, all make one think 
of a country half French and half Italian. 

‘¢ The old feudal castles, too, remind one 
of Europe, placed as they often are on an 
elevation, surrounded by moats, and con- 
structed of masonry of the most solid 
character (I have seen stones in some of the 
walls which measured twenty-five feet in

length, twelve in height, and ten in width). 
Every foot of available land is cultivated, 
as is the case in European countries, and by 
the constant manual labor and most abun- 
dant use of fertilizers, the soil is made to 
yield three or four crops each year. 

‘“‘The towns are well policed, officers in 
uniform being seen as frequently as they are 
in American cities. In the larger cities the 
first-class hotels, the railroad-stations and 
other buildings are lighted by electricity. 
A thoroughly systematized educational work 
prevails everywhere ; common, middle, 
higher middle, and normal schools, existing 
in all the chief towns. Education is com- 
pulsory. There are in the empire nearly 
30,000 common schools. Newspapers are 
seen everywhere, and books are handled as 
by persons ‘to the manner born.’ 

“The young people are marked by a 
wonderful precocity; boys of seventeen dis- 
cussing questions in politics, economics and 
metaphysics, which in America hardly find 
a place in the mind until the student reaches 
twenty-one or twenty-two. As the stature 
of the Japanese is small, these boys of 
seventeen appear to be but children, and it 
quite takes one’s breath away, or upsets his 
gravity, when he discovers the questions 
which some little fellow is mooting. Alas! 
Japan is flooded with the ablest and most 
attractive works of scepticism, in which the 
mind of young Japan leves to sport as 
children splash in the water in summer-time. 
One of the most patriotic and earnest native 
educators, Dr. Neesima, truly said: ‘The 
present time seems grave. The future 
battle in Japan may not be with any foreign 
invaders, but will be between Christianity 
and unbelief.’ 

““My appointment for Sunday, April 22d, 
was at Wakayama, one of the churches 
under the general superintendence of the 
Rev. Mr. Tyng, and in the immediate care 
of a Japanese catechist. The town has a 
population of 54,000, and is distant thirty- 
three miles from the nearest railroad-station. 
This distance was covered by kurama, a 
light two-wheeled buggy, or gig, capable of 
holding one person, and drawn by a man. 
As soon as I seated myself a Japanese took 
his place between the shafts and started off 
on a fast trot, which sometimes quickened 
into a run, and, will it be believed, the 


same man kept on this trot, or run, the 
whole thirty-three miles with only one rest 
of an hour and another of ten minutes, and 
brought me into Wakayama on the home 
stretch on a full run! He averaged a little 
less than six miles an hour, and sometimes 
for a mile or so went at the rate of eight 
miles an hour, and the charge was one 
dollar. The /uramas are a prominent feat- 
ure of Japanese life. They are as numerous 
in all the towns and cities as hansom cabs 
are in the chief cities of the United States. 

“ The little church at Wakayama stands on 
a historic site. It occupies a part of the 
ground of a Buddhist temple and the place 
where formerly stood a prison for the safe 
keeping of native Christians brought to this 
town from another part of Japan in the days 
of persecution twenty years ago. One of 
the native officers of the church, with whom 
I conferred after service, had been one of the 
heathen guards of these Christian sufferers. 
The services were especially hearty and in- 
spiring; the responses arising as from a well 
drilled host. Fourteen adults were con- 
firmed, and about thirty drew near to re- 
ceive the Holy Communion. An excellent 
native -Bible-woman is at work here, and 
her labors, supplementing those of the cat- 
echist, had given people generally a readi- 
ness in using the Bible which I never saw 
excelled. I no sooner made a reference to a 
text of Scripture than at least half the con- 
gregation turned over the pages of their 
Bibles and found it. I noticed this admi- 
rable habit in most of the congregations. 
Can you imagine a sight more pathetic, or 
more hopeful, than a little group of native 
Christians gathered in a little chapel, Bible 
in hand in the midst of more than 50,000 
heathens ?” 


Mr. David Baron said at a recent 
meeting in London: ‘‘ There are two factors 
wanted to make Palestine as of old the gar- 
den of the Lord: these are population and 
rain. The two are returning at the same 
time. There has been a remarkable increase 
in the rainfall of Palestine of late years. 
Formerly it averaged only twelve inches per 
annum; then it rose to sixteen; within the 
last eight years it has reached twenty-five 
inches; that is about equal to the rainfall of 
England,”

COMMISSION ON WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


A sTATED quarterly meeting of the Com- 
mission on Work among the Colored People 
was held in the city of Washington, D. C., 
June 11th last. Bishop Dudley presided, 
and there were also present Bishop Paret, 
Bishop W. A. Leonard, the Rev. Drs. Ec- 
cleston, Newton, Gray and McKim, and 
Messrs. Davis, King and Pellew. 

After prayer by the chairman, the min- 
utes of the April meeting were read and ap- 
proved. 

The minutes of the intervening meetings 
of the executive committee were read, con- 
taining certain recommendations as to the 
schedule of appropriations to be resolved 
upon for the coming financial year. 

The treasurer’s statement for the month 
of May was then presented, and showed 
that the total payments for the fiscal year, 
up to June ist, were $36,568.37, leaving a 
balance of the year’s appropriation for the 
work of $19,431.63. 

The chairman of the Commission stated 
that the Board of Managers, in response to 
the request of the Commission, as expressed 
in its resolution of April 2d, had appropri- 
ated to the work among Colored People 
under the Commission $40,000 for the fiscal 
year beginning September 1st next, with 
the privilege to the Commission of enjoying 
all specials and designated gifts in the same 
manner as in the three quarters of the year 
from December, 1889, to September, 1890. 

On motion, it was 


. . 

Resolved: That the Commission, having heard 
that the Board of Managers had acceded to their 
application for $40,000, with the privilege of enjoy- 
ing all specials and designated gifts, in accordance 
with their resolution of April 2d, 1891, do make the 
following appropriations: 

1. That the appropriations be made on the basis of 
$56,000 for the next financial year. 


2. That the sum of $9,000 be reserved for the sal- 
aries of six archdeacons. 

3. That the sum of $1,500 be reserved for instruc- 
tion at King Hall. 

4. That the sum of $3,000 be reserved for office 
expenses and salary of the general secretary. 

5. That the following appropriations be made to 
the respective dioceses in conformity with the rules 
and regulations of the Commission for the coming 
financial year: Alabama, $1,200; Arkansas, $400; East 
Carolina, $2,000; Florida, $3,100; Georgia, $2,800; 
Kentucky, $2,500; Louisiana, $1,000; Maryland,$4,000; 
Mississippi, $1,500; North Carolina, $5,850; South 
Carolina, $1,000; Springfield, $750; Tennessee, $3,350; 
Texas, $900; Virginia, $8,300; West Missouri, $600; 
West Virginia, $400; total, $42,150. 


It was also 

Resolved : That to each of the dioceses of Kansas 
and Missouri there be an appropriation at the rate 
of $300 a year; the appropriation to cease at the end 
of six months from September 1st, 1891. 

The appropriation, therefore, is for dio- 
ceses, as above, $42,450; for office and gen- 
eral secretary, $3,000; for six archdeacons, 
$9,000; for instruction at King Hall, $1,500; 
total, $55,950. 

Bishop Coleman, of Delaware, having ap- 
plied for an appropriation of $800 for his 
diocese, it was 


Resolved: That the executive committee have 
further correspondence with the Bishop of Dela- 
ware, inquiring as to the special needs of his dio- 
cese, and that they report at the next meeting of 
the Commission, 


The chairman directed the general secre- 
tary to notify the Bishops promptly of the 
amounts appropriated to them. 


On motion, it was 

Resolved: That authority be given to the different 
Bishops to whom appropriations are made, to use 
such part of the money as they think expedient for 
payment of the salaries of teachers, making report 
of the same to the Commission. 


On motion, it was 

Resolved: That the general secretary be instructed 
to secure, if possible, one or more Sundays from 
each Bishop of the Commission, and each Bishop 
whose diocese receives aid from the Commission, tq 
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be used in speaking for the Commission, and secur- 
ing offerings. 

Resolved; That the secretary arrange for such 
special services as may be most convenient for 
those concerned. 


On motion it was 

Resolved; That a committee be appointed to pre- 
pare a report as to what change, if any, should be 
made in the canon law of the Church, to make the 
work of the Commission more effective, according 
to the resolution printed in the proceedings of the 
General Convention of 1889, sitting as the Board of 
Missions, pages 496-7, and recorded as passed, on 
page 502; and that the committee consist of the 
Bishop of Kentucky, the Bishop of Maryland, the 
Rey. Dr. Eccleston, and Mr, J. C. B. Davis. 


The general secretary was directed to re- 
turn to the Treasurer of the Board of Mis- 
sions the receipt for the $1,000 held by him 
as a “special” at the order of the Commis- 
sion, the money having been regularly trans- 
ferred to the trustees of King Hall. 


On motion, it was 


Resolved: That the next quarterly meeting of the 
Commission be held at Detroit during the meeting 
of the Missionary Council in that city, at such time 
and place as the chairman shall appoint. 


The Commission then adjourned. 


CHRISTIANIZING OUR FELLOW-MEN. 


TuHE following letter of the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall to the New York Mail and Hupress 
gives a forcible statement of the claims of 
Domestic Missions from the point of view of 
the Presbyterian board of home missions. 
It will apply to our own work mutatis 
mutandis. Dr. Hall says: ‘‘ Will you 
kindly give me a little space in which to 
call attention to the work commonly de- 
scribed under the term ‘ missions,’ and, like 
our churches, maintained by the means of 
our people? 

‘We have many forms of benevolent re- 
lief and of efforts to raise the fallen, but 
‘prevention is better than cure,’ and the 
best way to save men from pauperism and 
_ from crime is to put religious beliefs into 
their bosoms and keep them under the influ- 
ence of the means by which the beliefs 
are strengthened, expressed and worked 
out. Would that our taxpaying fellow- 
citizens would think of two questions, 
namely: How much do the dependent and 
the criminal cost the country? and how small 
a proportion of sincerely religious people 
are burdensonthe community? Patriotism, 
humanity and religion carry us to a higher 
plane, of course, but the answers to the 
foregoing questions show that to Christian- 
ize the people is to save money. 

‘The Presbyterian Church of the United 
States (North), with whose board of mis- 
sions I have the honor to be connected, 
maintains, in whole or in part, over 1,700 
ministers and over 350 teachers at an annual 
cost of about $900,000. If we compared this 
sum with the corresponding gifts of other 
denominations, we might have no cause to 
blush, but that is a secondary matter. The 
real comparison is to be between this outlay 
and the wants of our country, in the first 


place, and, in the second, between the 
means we could afford to give and our 
actual gifts. 

‘¢ The salaries are modest; the work done 
is under the local inspection of presbyteries ; 
the workers cannot be engaged by the month 
or dismissed at a week’s notice; the pay- 
ments have to go on where appointments 
are more or less permanent; and so debt is 
unavoidable if the amount needed is not put 
in the hands of the board by the close of the 
financial year. 

‘¢Such a debt threatens the board, and it 
implies at times delay ia payment to workers, 
and often the painful but necessary ‘ No’ to 
calls for missionaries and teachers. How 
can this crippling of a great agency for good 
be averted? For surely that is a great 
agency which adds 10,000 in a year to the 
membership of such a church, which minis- 
ters to 100,000 adult people and to 150,000 
children, and this mostly in new regions 
where tone and character are being given 
to rapidly growing populations. 

‘‘The first duty is on pastors who can in- 
form and stimulate their people. Many 
churches give so small amounts that it is 
hard to believe that their members under- 
stand the case. Patriotism, benevolence, 
love of our race, attachment to our beliefs 
and methods of Christian work—to all these 
appeals can be made. Such is my respect 
for the principles of my co-religionists that I 
can hardly believe that a full presentation 
of the case would be followed by gifts, in 
many cases, so small. 

‘‘Then something can be done by elders, 
deacons and friends not in the pulpits— 
ladies and gentlemen—diffusing informa- 
tion, spreading literature, and teaching by 
example. We have manyrich members, A, 
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million of dollars theans fifty or sixty thou- 
sand a year. A tenth of that given back to 
the Giver would not burden the donor; but 
how often a tenth of the tenth would cover 
all the gifts! Would it be strange if money 
so saved became a temptation to the pro- 
spective possessor, and so a grief to the un- 
wise economist? Giving from the living 
hand, on the contrary, would becomea pres- 
ent joy, a beneficent example, a blessing to 
needy fellow-men, and an act of grateful 
service to Him who gives the silver and the 
gold, and without whose favor it fails to 
bring happiness. 

‘Many of the new settlers, in opening re- 
gions, are our own kindred. They need the 
means of grace. It is well to have our 
people, as far as possible, unified. What so 
fit to make them one as ‘the one Lord, the 
one Faith, the one Baptism?’ We want 
crime reduced and the social atmosphere 
purified. What is so adapted to this work 
ag ‘the grace’ that teaches men to ‘deny 
ungodliness and all wordly lusts and to live 
‘soberly, righteously and godly in the world?’ 
‘We have ignorant, even heathen, elements 
in our population. Is there any force that 
‘can tell on them for good like that which 
made the Puritans, the Scotch-Irish, the 
Huguenots and the Dutch, who made the 


United States? Oh! that one could reach 
the ear and heart of the 800,000 of our 
Presbyterian members in the interests of 
this noblest of public enterprises! 

‘Tt is fair to add that our Foreign board, 
with yearly appropriations amounting to 
about $900,000, has need as great and 
claims, on their own line, as strong as has 
the Home board. He who is most in ear- 
nest for the one will not be in different to the 
other. 

‘‘T would not, Mr. Editor, venture thus 
to trespass on your space if it were not that 
the pleas I make for Presbyterian effort are 
just as strong for the corresponding work of 
our sister churches. We are not rivals. I 
am thankful for progress in any of them, 
and when it is remembered that the eye of 
the civilized world is on us, how much our 
institutions depend for usefulness on the 
spirit of the people who work them, how 
rapidly certain forms of ill-doing are being 
developed, how much we owe as a nation 
to intelligent, self-denying religion, and how 
much our boasted liberty is depreciated by 
the unprincipled and godless abuse of it, ‘all 
men and women with pronounced convic- 
tions based on the Word of God may well 
be in earnest in spreading and maintaining 
them by fitting agencies.” 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


CaLiForniA.—The Rev. Charles S. Cook, 
native Indian Presbyter of Pine Ridge 
Agency, South Dakota, has been spending, 
with Mrs. Cook, some time in California for 
the benefit of the health of the latter. 
While there Mr. Cook has made a number 
of public addresses to Church people upon 
Indian questions. Of one of these meetings, 
held at Los Angeles, where Mr. Cook was 
introduced to his hearers by Bishop Nich- 
ols, the Los Angeles Churchman says: 
‘‘Great interest was felt in Mr. Cook and 
his address, not merely because he was of 
Indian blood, but also because he was the 
missionary at Pine Ridge during the recent 
Indian disturbances, and with his people 
took an active part in endeavoring to re- 
strain the wild Indians and in ministrations 
to the wounded and burial of the dead. No 
synopsis of his address can do it or the 
speaker justice. Many an Anglo Saxon 
minister may well covet earnestly the gifts 
-of perspicuity, grace, simplicity, illustra- 


tion, modesty, and earnest faith which the 
speaker exhibited. Suffice it to say that he 
made two points why all should be in- 
terested in Indian missions, first, as Chris- 
tians, secondly, as citizens, and the facts 
presented by a living illustration of their 
truth bore out what he said, and are a suf- 
ficient answer to all objectors, that the 
Christianity should come first.” 


CoLorabDo.—Bishop Spalding writes, June 
5th, as follows: ‘‘I have seven new men 
from the last class in the General Seminary. 
They will add so many to my missionary 
force. I ordained six Deacons last Wednes- 
day. Two more are ordained at the East. 
They are all splendid men. They will do 
grand work.” 


Missour1.—Bishop Tuttle, in his annual 
address to the last diocesan convention, 
said; ‘Our diocese isnot a strong one, In 
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area we have fifty-four counties besides the 


city ef St. Louis; but, outside of St. Louis, . 


city and county, we have only three self- 
supporting parishes, viz.: Hannibal, Mon- 
roe, and Macon. Almost a third part of it, 
in the southeast, is absolutely unoccupied by 
our Church, save in the outposts of Cape 
Girardeau and Ironton. I have made, this 
year, missionary visits to unoccupied towns, 
such as Troy, Fredericktown, Potosi, Wentz- 
ville, and Centralia. It is melancholy for 
me as Bishop, in finding some Church folk 
in them all, to note that not a few of them, 
out of despair of ever being able to establish 
regular Church services in their midst, have 
fallen out of line and joined, as it is called, 
other religious bodies. My hope is, with 
the smaller diocese now to look after, and 
with the help of the diocesan missionary, to 
get into some of the neglected towns, and at 
Hast persuade our own Church folk to keep 
up heart and not to let go their hold on 
Church loyalty and principle.” 

Of contributions to Domestic and Foreign 
Missions during the past year, the Bishop 
said: ‘‘The children’s Lenten Offerings for 


Domestic and Foreign Missions were $1,000. 


They were only $1,100 from the undivided 
diocese in 1890. Their present sum is, 
therefore, most gratifying. And out of the 
forty-seven parishes and missions of the 
diocese I am glad to find, on examination of 
the acknowledgments in Tar Spirit oF 
Missions, that thirty-seven have given this 
year to Domestic and Foreign Missions. My 
happiness is somewhat clouded to find that 
ten have not given. It is a longing 
of my heart that every parish and every mis- 
sion station of the diocese should every year 
give something to the precious work of 
Domestic and Foreign Missions.” 


_ Montana.—We learn from the Montana 
Churchman that a house has been selected 
at Helena for a residence for the Bishop. 
It is, of course, to be the property of the 
Jurisdiction of Montana. The price of the 
property is $11,000, toward which sum cer- 
tain citizens of Helena have subscribed 
$2,400; $1,000 additional has been given to 
the Bishop, and another $1,000 has been 
promised to him. Six thousand six hundred 
dollars must therefore still be obtained be- 
fore the whole of the purchase money shall 
be provided, and the paper from which we 
take the information given above calls upon 


the Churchmen of Montana to help in this 
effort, not only that a house may be pre- 
pared for Bishop Brewer’s use, but that a 
permanent episcopal residence may be se- 
cured. 

Bishop Brewer has been content during 
the ten years of his Episcopate to live in a 
small one-story house, for which he has paid 
$600 a year rent. We think that the time 
has now come for generous Church people 
outside of Montana to join with the mem- 
bers of the Church in the jurisdiction in 
contributing toward the cost of a comfort- 
able house for the Bishop. 


New Mexico anp Arizona.—The Rev. 
W. J. Roberts, reporting, for the quarter 
ending May 31st last, upon his work at East 
Las Vegas, New Mexico, says: ‘Since 
writing the last report, Lent and Easter-tide 
have passed. I had been informed that I 
should not be able to secure a good attend- 
ance at any special week-day services dur- 
ing Lent. I told this to the congregation 
and then appointed two extra services for 
each week. The congregation on Ash- 
Wednesday was large, and all through Lent 
I was agreeably surprised to note the general 
interest shown and the excellent attendance 
and reverent behavior of those present. 
Easter-Day dawned sunny and beautiful. 
The church was crowded to its fullest ca- 
pacity, and the service was all that could be 
desired. The offering was the largest ever 
taken at a single service, amounting to 
$69.50. In the afternoon the Sunday-school 
held its Easter festival in the church. The 
services continue to attract many strangers, 
several of whom have expressed a desire for 
Confirmation. Both congregation and Sun- 
day-school have sent their special offering to 
missions amounting to $12.65. It is a good 
one for this church, and encourages us very 
much.” 


Norte Daxora.—Bishop Walker writes 
from Pembina, May 20th, of the good work 
which he is able to do by means of his 
‘‘cathedral” car, as follows: ‘The car is 
packed with people at every service. There 


are seats for upward of seventy persons. 


We invariably have a larger number present. 
Very frequently three persons sit on two 
chairs, Ninety persons have been present 
again and again, The worship ‘is very 
hearty, Tuse Mission Services, or Leaflets, 
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Every one responds; every one sings. Iam 
often thrilled by the roar of the voices as 
men and women join in the worship, ap- 
parently with their whole hearts. The fact 
that they are sitting or standing so closely 
together, that elbow of neighbor touches 
elbow of neighbor, gives courage to all to 
use their voices. 

‘* Of course the car is for use only in very 
small places. Sometimes a number equiva- 
lent to the entire population of the village 
and also many from the surrounding coun- 
try come to the service. In many places 
where I anchor the car for worship there is 
no room in any house of the entire hamlet 
where twenty persons could gather. In a 
village which numbered thirty-eight persons 
sixty-five gathered for worship in the ‘ cathe- 
dral.’ The attendance in one place, with 
a population of forty, numbered seventy; in 
another of sixty persons, there were eighty 
present at the service; in another where 
there were seventy-seven, there were ninety 
at worship, and several could not get with- 
in the door; and this is the story every- 
where. 

‘Men who have not attended services of 
any kind for ten, fifteen, even twenty years, 
who scoffed through these years at the very 
idea, have been present again and again. 
They were absent from other worship be- 
cause they claimed to be free thinkers or 
agnostics or sceptics. They have looked on 
quietly, or they have joined in the singing 
of some popular hymn because they could 
not help it, so thrilling was the experience 
as every voice was lifted up in song. 

‘¢A new contingent for the Church’s 
ranks has been reached. It is railroad em- 
ployés. Everywhere they have been pres- 
ent at our worship. The church has, alas! 
in the past, busy as they are on all days, at 
all hours, seemed faraway from them. Now 
it has come near. They feel that it is theirs 
and they welcome it, and come to it. The 
effect upon them has been a revelation to me. 
From the president of one of the largest and 
most important railroad systems in this 
country I have received a letter thanking 
me for the good already done among the 
employés of his road. As I go here and 
there all over North Dakota, brakemen, 
conductors, yardmen, engineers, firemen, 
telegraph operators, dining-car waiters, por- 
ters, switchmen, ticket-agents, baggage- 
men, express agents, superintendents, gen- 
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eral managers—all ask affectionately about 


.their ‘ cathedral,’ where it is, when it will 


come to them again. It is a new ecclesias- 
tical zeal and affection appearing in a new 
place. 

‘My highest comfort in connection with 
this work has come from the fact that more 
individual souls have been personally 
reached than in all the years of my ministry 
in proportion to the number preached to. 
That is to say, I have had more men coming 
to me after the services to talk solemnly 
about duty, life, their souls, than ever in 
my previous experience. Careless men, 
godless men, reckless men, sinful men have 
come and opened out their hearts. The 
embarrassment which attends visiting a 
clergyman at his home or talking with him 
in a church is wanting in the car. It is 
open and free to come and to go in and out 
of at will. * 

‘¢ My custom is to do all the work neces- 
sary in the car with my own hands. It 
would be very unlike a missionary in this 
new North-west to bring a uniformed porter 
on my journeys. It would give unreality to 
So I prepare the lamps and 
light them. I sweep the floor and make my 
own bed, and distribute the leaflets, and 
make the fires, and put the seats in order. 
About half the time it falls to my lot to play 
the organ. I find all this no hardship. 
Often I have three or four hours on my 
hands while waiting for service-time to 
arrive, on a side-track. Many then come to 
see me, and feel disposed to look on me as 
a workingman like themselves. I only 
desire to say in closing that the ‘cathedral 
car of North Dakota’ is preéminently a 
success.” 

Bismarch.—The Rev. G. A. Chambers, 
in sending a recent contribution from Bis- 
marck, writes: ‘‘I will send an offering 
from Dickinson as soon as possible. Dick- 
inson has been in my charge for the past 
year and a half. It is 115 miles west on the 
Northern Pacific. Here we are building a 
rather fine, brick, gothic church. Mandan, 
on the west bank of the Missouri river, and 
Bismarck, on the east bank, are also in my 
charge. For the present, and until the 
church is built at Dickinson, the greater 
part of my time will be at these two points 
on the Missouri. At Mandan we are nego- 
tiating for a church building from the Con- 
gregational board of missions, Here at Bis- 
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marek wé have a good church building and 
a half-block of land, and all clear of debt. 
The work in all three of these places is en- 
couraging. This, as you are doubtless 
aware, is the capital city of North Dakota, 
but still it has a population of only about 
2,400.” 

Missionary Progress.—The Rev. G. A. 
Chambers writes that a new brick gothic 
church is being erected at Dickinson. The 
cost of the church and the lot of land on 
which it will stand will be about $3,000, of 
which $2,000 has been subseribed. As there 
has been absolutely no place in which to 
hold services, these were omitted for a time, 
with the Bishop’s consent. 

At Mandan an unused church building 
has been bought and the Church people 
there hope to fit it for services this summer. 

Bismarck has a neat church building, free 
from debt, and a finely located one-half 
block of land adjoining the church. 


Soura CaroLina.— The Rev. J. H. M. 
Pollard, rector of St. Andrew’s Church (Col- 
ored), Charleston, and in charge of the mis- 
sion to Colored People at Summerville, and 
St. Andrew’s Chapel, near Charleston, writes: 
“Time will only permit me to mention two 
of my missions, but these are the most im- 
portant, and offer the brightest prospects 
for successful Church work. I have paid 
my monthly visit to St. Andrew’s Chapel 
and enjoyed a most delightful service. A 
choir of children from the parish school, un- 
der the leadership of Miss Louise B. Ford- 
ham, the assistant teacher, rendered the 
music for the congregation, and knowing 
that four months ago those children had 
never heard the Ten Commandments and 
were absolute strangers to the Church and 
her services, it was indeed surprising to hear 
them sing the 54th Hymn, Magnificat, the 
512th Hymn, the Nune Dimittis, and the 
60th Hymn, with a tenderness, sweetness, 
and harmony only to be expected from long 
training in the services. 

“St. Andrew’s Chapel gave to missions 
last year forty five dollars and paid about 
seventy-five dollars more for current ex- 
penses, including $4.40 per month buggy- 
hire, for the transportation of the ministers 
and the insurance, together with some inci- 
dental expenses, St, Mark’s gave $100 on 
the salary of the teacher in the parish school 
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and thus put us in a position to organize the 
school permanently. The people of St. An- 
drew’s have decided to give one dollar each 
this year toward the building fund, which 
will amount to about $100. We have now 
on hand $318, given by friends at the North, 
but need about $700 more to complete and 
furnish the buildimg, which we hope to have 
ready for use by the first of October, and 
we also need $600 for a house to accommo- 
date the teachers. 

‘The public school authorities of the 
parish have been so well pleased with our 
work that they have closed one school about 
two miles and a half from us, and have given 
us an appropriation of twenty-five dollars 
per month for four months, on condition 
that regular reports be made to the com- 
missioner of education. We accepted the 
conditions. There are now 174 pupils en- 
rolled, far too many for two teachers, but 
we feel that it is better to receive all that 
apply and benefit them a little, than to re- 
fuse and thus leave them without any whole- 
some instruction. 

‘The work in Summerville is just as im- 
portant as that in St. Andrew’s, and I must 
now come to that. Our work is slowly and 
steadily gaining ground, but the one great 
need is the erection of aparish school. The 
glorious heritage of the Church is, that she 
is a teaching Church, and there must be no 
departure from that custom. Few men 
amount to anything in this world without 
special training, and the children of the 
Church and also outside of the Church 
must be trained in the good old paths and 
sound doctrines. 

‘‘Mrs. C. Springs, a most faithful and de- 
vout Churchwoman, and to whom the suc- 
cess of the mission in Summerville is due 
under God, has given us a lot in that town, 
on condition that we put a school-house on 
it. We need for that purpose $1,000—to 
build and furnish the school. Others in the 
congregation will give about $200; so that, 
if friends of the Church and the Colored 
People wish us to do the greatest amount of 
good, they must give us the means whereby 
we can accomplish the work before us; but 
as it is now we are powerless. 

‘‘The Epiphany Church gave to missions 
last year about seventy dollars, besides pay- 
ing the current expenses and making some 
improvements.

BISHOP HARE’S RECEPTION AND WORK IN JAPAN. 


BisHop Harr’s letters received during the 
last month give a very interesting account of 
his reception in Japan, and of his move- 
ments and work. Much of the information 
contained in them has already been received 
from other sources and published. The 
Bishop had visited ten or twelve congrega- 
tions in the Osaka district and confirmed 
about eighty persons. He was expecting to 
ordain to the Diaconate, at an early day, 
six of the candidates for Orders. Alluding 
to the synod of the Japan Church he says 
that it sat for five days, the Bishops voting 
separately and a vote by orders being taken 
on demand; hasty or radical action being 
thus impossible. A moderate spirit was 
dominant throughout. It is his opinion 
that foreign Bishops will be needed for 
years to come—Bishops without territorial 
jurisdiction, working somewhat after the 
manner that Bishop Kemper did in early 


days in the North-west. He hopes that 
once in each decade a native Bishop may be 
introduced into the Episcopal college, until 
there be three, and so the way made clear 
for the withdrawal of foreign Bishops. 
Speaking of the election of a Bishop, Bishop 
Hare writes: ‘‘The Church in America has 
not a man in the ranks of her clergy who 
would not find in Japan a full, free field for 
the exercise of his best gifts of heart and 


mind.” 


In connection with this he again speaks 
most highly of the personnel of the present 
force, and feels it a great privilege to have 
a part in this work. This, hesays, with the 
cordial appreciation which the Board has 
shown, makes his labors easy. The Rev. 
Mr. Dooman writes recently that ‘‘ Bishop 
Hare, by his social genius, has attracted to 
himself the hearts of all our Japanese Chris- 
tians.” 


A LETTER TO THE PRESIDING BISHOP.

We were much touched by your letter re- 
lating to the coming of Bishop Hare, and 
now in the providence of God that he has 
been safely brought to these shores and we 
have beard from his lips the message of the 
House of Bishops, before conveyed to us by 
your kind letter, but more fully opened to 
us by Bishop Hare himself, we are moved to 
give thanks, first, to our Father and to our 


Lord Jesus Christ that the Holy Ghost has so 
moved the hearts of our Bishops that they 
have not been unmindful of this distant 
flock of Christ’s sheep, but has brought us 
and our wishes and our needs very close to 
your hearts. 

And we were yet more moved to hear 
from Bishop Hare that he brought to us not 
only episcopal jurisdiction and oversight, 
but he came also as the symbol and expres- 
sion of the paternal love and tender care for 
us, felt by the whole House of Bishops. 

We know his eminence in the episcopal 
office and his weight in your councils, and 
not only do we rejoice in the benefits which 
we shall derive from his wisdom and ex- 
perience in rule, but we algo receive one 80 
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loved and honored by the Church at home 
as the visible expression of your sense of the 
importance of this Foreign missionary juris- 
diction and your determination to do all that 
may under God be done to supply its needs. 

In this spirit of deep thankfulness and 
gratitude, we beg, dearly beloved Father in 
God, to assure you and through you the 
whole House of Bishops that we will loyally 
and faithfully observe the wishes of the 
House of Bishops, as expressed in your 
letter. We trust that his presence, in the 
councils of the native Church, may be 
blessed of God, and that his care of this 
jurisdiction may throughout be attended 
with the manifest tokens of the Divine favor 
and blessing. 
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For our part, it is our desire and prayer 
that we may show ourselves worthy in a 
measure of your care and thought for us. 

Invoking in your behalf the grace and 
blessing of Almighty God,

THE THIRD SYNOD OF THE JAPAN CHURCH. 


Tue Rev. T. S. Tyng has given in the 
Churchman a detailed and valuable account 
of the proceedings of the third synod of the 
Japan Church. We make the following 
abridgment of it: 

The purpose of this synod was not, as so 
many people seem to have thought, to or- 
ganize the Church in Japan. That was 
done in 1887, when its first synod was held. 
This year’s synod is the third, and was held 
under the constitution and canons adopted 
at the first. It may be well, therefore, be- 
fore giving an account of its proceedings to 
say a word as to the constitution and organ- 
ization of the Church. 

The constitution accepts the Bible, the 
threefold Ministry, and the Apostles’ and 
Nicene Creeds, and provides for a biennial 
synod, consisting of all the Bishops, with 
delegates from the lower clergy and the 
laity. The first draught of the constitution 
inserted also the Prayer Book and Articles, 
but this the Japanese would not assent to, 
and a resolution appears between the consti- 
tution and the canons, to the effect that the 
place to be given to the Prayer Book and 
Articles shall be determined hereafter. It 
is quite possible that the Prayer Book may 
be made a part of the constitution, but not 
until after a revision, for which arrange- 
ments have already been made. 

The Church, as organized under this 
constitution, is divided into four districts, 
or incipient dioceses. Each of these dis- 
tricts has its council, meeting annually, and 
composed of all the clergy, all licensed 


catechists in charge of congregations (of 
whom, owing to the fewness of the clergy, 
there is a considerable number), and dele- 
gates from the congregations in the district. 
These cuuncils elect the delegates to the 
synod (the clergy being elected by the clergy 
and the laity by the laity) and in general 
have much the same powers as an American 
diocesan convention. The foreign clergy 
connected with the various missions stand 
on an equal footing with the Japanese 
clergy in the local councils and in the synod, 
though in order to do so they will be re- 
quired, by action taken at this last synod, 
to sign a promise to conform to the consti- 
tution and canons of the Japanese Church 
so long as they remain in Japan. The 
Bishops sent by the American and English 
Churches are also reckoned for the present 
as Bishops of the Japanese Church. There 
is a canon which provides that, so soon as 
the strength of the Church shall permit, 
Japanese Bishops shall be elected “ having 
territorial jurisdiction.” 

The delegations to the late synod were 
made up as follows: from Tokyo, two clergy- 
men of the American mission, one of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, 
two of St. Andrew’s mission under Bishop 
Bickersteth, five native clergymen, ten lay- 
men; from Osaka, two clergymen for the 
American mission, three of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, one of the Society of the 
Propagation of the Gospel, four native 
clergymen, and ten iaymen; from Kuma-~ 
moto, three clergymen of the Church Mis- 
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sionary Society, and two laymen; from 
Hakodate, one clergyman of the Church 
Missionary Scciety, and one layman. 

All the lay delegates were Japanese, and 
nearly all of them young men. The presi- 
dent of the synod, by virtue of seniority in 
the field, was Bishop Bickersteth, of the 
English Church. Beside him on the plat- 
form sat Bishop Hare. 

In the constitution no radical changes 
were proposed except a change of the name 
of the Church, which was lost almost un- 
animously. The clauses recognizing the 
membership of Bishops in the synod were 
defined so as to limit it to Bishops resi- 
dent and having jurisdictionin Japan. The 
clause which provided that the president of 
the synod should be the senior Bishop was 
changed to make it one of the Bishops to be 
elected by themselves. The interval be- 
tween synods was extended from two years 
to three. All these changes, however, must 
receive the sanction of the next synod be- 
fore going into effect. 

Concerning the Prayer Book, a number of 
important questions came up. There was 
first the report of a committee on the revis- 
ion of the Prayer Book translation, who 
presented to the synod a revised translation 
of Morning and Evening Prayer, the Litany, 
and part of the Communion Office. The 
committee was continued, with instructions 
to complete its work and report to the next 
synod. The Bishops were requested, mean- 
time, to issue temporary regulations for 
shortened services, on the basis of the 
changes which have already been made in 
the American Book of Common Prayer. A 
committee was appointed to prepare services 
for the admission of catechumens, the licens- 
ing of catechists, and the harvest Thanks- 
giving, together with special prayers for the 
emperor. Custodians of the Standard 
Prayer Book were also appointed, who 
should hold its copyright when the new 
translation is completed. 

Among other motions, one that excited 
much debate was a motion for the abolition 
of the use of the surplice. The supporters 
of this disclaimed any wish to oppose the use 
of suitable vestments in the services of the 
Church, but maintained that the likeness cf 
the surplice to the vestments of Buddhist 
priests was a hindrance to the work of the 
Church among unbelievers, and was likely 
to excite contempt rather than reverence 
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among worshippers. A declaration from 
the Bishops was read, declaring their will- 
ingness to accept some other form of vest- 
ment if anything suitable could be found, 
and the matter was finally referred to a 
committee consisting of the Bishops, two 
Japanese Presbyters, and two laymen, to re- 
port to the next synod. 

Much interest was manifested in a resolu- 
tion urging the various Church missions in 
Japan to put more strength into the work 
of education, especially the training of 
candidates for the Ministry, and schools for 
young men in which such candidates might 
be raised up. 

A very important canon, bearing also on 
education, provided that all licensed cate- 
chists should hereafter be required to pass 
an examination on the Bible, the Prayer 
Book, the Creeds, Church history, ecclesias- 
tical polity, and apologetics. 

A motion was brought up at the synod 
looking to the enlargement of the work of 
he missionary society of the native Church, 
and the uniting together under it of the 
evangelistic work now being done by the 
various foreign societies. The points aimed 
at were two: (1) unity of action by which 
the whole country might be treated as one 
field, administered on uniform principles; 
and (2) the giving of greater weight to the 
Japanese in the conduct of the work. The 
general principles of the motion were ap- 
proved by the synod, the practical applica- 
tion of them being referred to the general 
committee of the missionary society. 

In addition to what has been already men- 
tioned, several important committees were 
appointed, one to prepare a canon on dea- 
conesses, another to prepare a canon on 
marriage and divorce, another to consult as 
to the establishment of a Church publica- 
tion society, and a fourth to secure the 
making and preservation of proper records 
of the Church’s life and action. 

It will be seen from all this that the 
week’s session of this third synod of the 
Japan Church was filled with work of no 
small importance, while the number of com- 
mittees appointed to report to the fourth 
synod in 1893 bids fair to make its session 
more important still. 

Statistics presented at this synod make 
the membership of the Japan Church 3,403, 
with 1,890 communicants. There are in ac- 
tive service under the two Bishops thirty- 
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eight clergymen, of whom eleven are Japan- 
ese, nine American, sixteen English, and 
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two Canadian. This does not include mis- 
sionaries newly arrived, nor on furlough. 


IMPORTANT MEMORIAL MISSIONS. 


Tuer late Alexander Mackay found that 
nearly all the Arab slave traders in Africa 
came from the city of Muscat in Arabia, and 
he advocated the establishment of a Chris- 
tian mission there. There is a probability 
that the Church Missionary Society of Eng- 
land will very soon open a mission at this 
great capital of eastern Arabia in honor of 


the memory of this distinguished mission- 
ary. 

General Haig has been visiting Suakin on 
the Red Sea, the gate by which the Arabs 
have entered the eastern Soudan, and he 
urges the society to use the Gordon Memo- 
rial fund of $15,000, which is in the society’s 
hands, in sending missionaries there. 


CHINA. 


GREAT NEED OF A NEW CHURCH AT HANKOW. 


Writinc from Hankow, under date of 
April 20th, Bishop Boone says: ‘‘ We make 
no boast of increased gains but are devoutly 
thankful for them. On Sunday before last 
I held a Confirmation at St. Paul’s and once 
more we had to exclude all but the candi- 
dates and their friends, and so the more we 
longed to see the new church completed. 
There were seventy-one confirmed, of whom 
nineteen were women. 

‘The foundation concrete for the new 
church has well settled and the stone courses 
are now being laid. Are we to stop when 
our money runs out, or will the Church at 
home have contributed all that is necessary 
by the time that we must put the final work 
upon the building so long waited for and so 
very urgently needed? The matteris beyond 
us out here, and we can only look to you, 
who are where spoken words can reach, to 
put earnestly these facts for us before those 
well able to give the balance required to 
lighten the Rev. Mr. Locke and myself of this 
heavy burden.” 


LETTER FROM THE REV. MR. YEN. 


The Rev. Y. K. Yen writes from Shang- 
hai, April 7th, as follows: ‘‘ At the begin- 
ning of the Chinese year (February 15th), I 
told the congregation of the Church of Our 
Saviour that from the first of March we 
should devote all the contributions, except 
those for the Bishop Boone Memorial day- 
school, toward the entire support of 
the Deacon, the Rev. Kia-ching Li, and 
that they must increase them so as to meet 
it. Heretofore, of what was given, some 
went to the school above-mentioned and 


some to aid those Deacons who have large 
families. 

‘“‘The matter of supporting the Deacon 
at the Church of Our Saviour had been on 
my mind for some time, but I need not say 
that though the congregation numbers 
eighty-four communicants, they are not 
able, with the school pledge on their hands, 
to give enough to support him. While in 
this perplexity, I received a letter from a 
Mr. Kwang-tung Ling, of Amoy, stating that 
‘from this year, I am going to send you 
thirty dollars for your church expenses, be- 
sides the twelve dollars for the school.’ 
This promise, coming at this juncture, 
greatly simplified my scheme of support, 
and I could not but look upon it as God’s 
method of answering my wish. . 

‘Mr. Ling is one of our early scholars— 
between 1851 and 1857. After many ups 
and downs he has secured a good position 
on a fair salary. Two years ago, I saw him 
in Amoy, and on my exhortation’ he sub- 
scribed twelve dollars a year toward the 
Bishop Boone Memorial day-school. Last 
winter he visited Shanghai, and saw some 
of the Church work, and on his return he 
wrote me the above, stirred up partly by 
gratitude for what the Church did for him 
and “partly by the example of a Mr. Wong, 
whose generosity Bishop Boone has written 
about, and which may be repeated here. 

‘Mr. Wong is in the same service with 
Mr. Ling, and was, by the way, also one of 
our scholars between 1850 and 1855. I saw 
him, too, in Amoy. He said that at one 
time he thought of entering the Ministry, 
but finally went into business. I replied 
that it was not too late yet to do something 
for the cause of Christ, and the result was 
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that he subscribed $120 a year toward a 
catechist’s support. He has sent $150 up 
to the present. This money has been put 
into the treasury here, but if it were set 
apart for the Church of Our Saviour, the 
catechist’s salary would also have been 
transferred from the mission to the Chinese 
Christians. When one considers the dif- 


ficulty of self-support, and the fact that no ° 


congregation of any mission in Shanghai 
and its neighborhood has actually become 
self-supporting, he may well join with our 
Bishop in saying that the Church of Our 
Saviour may be considered the ‘banner 
church.’ As to myself, I rejoiced at this 
outcome of many prayers and many plan- 
nings, and thank God forit. It is a pleas- 
ure to write about it, and doubtless it will 
give pleasure to the friends of the China 
mission. 

‘“‘When Mr. James Pott of New York 
was here, I had many talks with him regard- 
ing the need of a Christian club, primarily, 
to give to Christians of all names an oppor- 
tunity to become acquainted with one an- 
other, in order to encourage one another 
in the Christian course; secondarily, as a 
means of increasing secular knowledge, 
such as our own education neglects, and 
lastly, inducing non-Christians to come 
among us. This matter had been on my 
mind for two years past, but ways and 
means were lacking, as the fees could not 

' cover Current expenses. Mr. Pott generously 
and heartily seconded my idea and sub- 
scribed fifteen dollars a month toward the 
support of suchaclub. When he left, he 
gave me thirty dollars, and told me to call 
on the Rev. F. L. H. Pott for more if needed. 
The Rev. Dr. Farnham, of the Presbyterian 
mission, hearing of what Mr. Pott did, gave 
ten dollars. Under such fostering care, the 
club was begun in October last. Its name 
is Poh Wen Hwuy, chosen by the majority 
and meaning ‘ The Enlarged Learning Soci- 
ety,’ the title being founded on that saying 
of the Analects, ‘He (Confucius) enlarged 
my mind with learning and controlled me 
according to propriety.’ There are at pres- 
ent thirty-six members. The fee is ten 
cents a month. The club meets every Tues- 
day evening, from 7.30 to 10 o’clock. The 
programme consists of an opening prayer, a 
lecture, written or oral, by some appointed 
member, and general discussion thereon. 
At the close, there are conversation, read- 
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ing, games, tea, and light refreshments. 
The meetings have been enthusiastic and 
enjoyable, but decorous. Among the sub- 
jects treated have been the following: The 
origin of the earth: Its age and present con- 
dition; The peculiar wedding and idolatrous 
customs of Ningpo; The eye; The heart; 
The best means of influencing the Chinese 
toward Christianity.” 


THE MEDICAL WORK AT SHANGHAT. 


Dr. Henry W. Boone reports that the 
medical work centring at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Hong Kew, is larger than ever before. 
Dr. Marie Haslep’s new wards for women 
are already full. Dr. Boone also states the 
interesting fact that it is proposed by the 
American and European residents in Hong 
Kew, Shanghai, to establish a good school 
for their children, who number more than 
1,000. The intention is to erect a suitable 
modern school-building, with proper appli- 
ances. Dr. Boone has been appointed 
chairman of the committee. Among others 
associated with him is the Rev. Mr. Hodges 
of the Church of England, who ministers to 
the English residents. The headmaster is 
also a Churchman. 


WORK AT I-CHANG AND SHA-SZE. 


Very interesting letters have been re- 
ceived recently from the Rev. Herbert 
Sowerby of his work at I-chang, about 1,000 
miles from the mouth of the Yang-tse river, 
and at Sha-sze. He has,during his residence 
of about two years, baptized at I-chang and 
Sha-sze ninety-one persons. Upon a recent 
visit to the latter place he received marked 
attention from a Chinese gentleman of high 
rank and from several well-to-do merchants. 
Dr. Aldridge of the imperial customs has at- 
tended his family and the native Christians 
free of charge. The Board has acknowl- 
edged Dr. Aldridge’s kindness. Mr. 
Sowerby further says that the Bishop and 
the Rev. Mr. Locke fully appreciate the im- 
portance of I-chang as a station, and think 
that in a few years it is likely to become a 
centre to work from, affording proper em- 
ployment for the native clergy and cate- 
chists who are educated in the mission. 
With the sanction of the Bishop, he encloses 
an appeal for $600 to finish the mission 
house at that station.

APPRECIATION OF BISHOP WILLIAMS. 

THE Correspondent of the Southern Church- 
man in Japan, writing of Bishop lbicker- 
steth’s address to the third synod of the 
Japan Church, quotes the Bishop’s affection- 
ate reference to Bishop C. M. Williams, as 
follows: ‘‘ Thirty years is a large portion ofa 
long life, and it is not less than this that 
Bishop Williams has devoted to the service 
of the Church in Japan. No one would less 
desire than he that I should use many words 
of panegyric on his lengthened Episcopate. 
Yet thus much I may venture respectfully to 
say, that only the day of God will reveal the 
results of his life and example. Exquisite 
simplicity, unflinching devotion to duty, a 
wide mastery of precedent and detail, and 
clearness of judgment have been exhibited 
in the highest office of the Church, and 
have left on its organization, in compacting 
which he took so large a share, as well as 
on the many minds which have come under 
his influence, impressions which will not be 
obliterated.” 

The Japan Daily Mail, in publishing 
Bishop Bickersteth’s address, said: ‘‘ Bish- 
op Williams, hitherto the head of that 
Church in this country, resigned a year and 
a half ago, and no successor has yet been 
appointed. It will be observed that Bishop 
Bickersteth alluded in strong but subdued 
language to the beautiful life and noble 
work of Bishop Williams during thirty years 
in this country. Bishop Williams is in 
truth one of those perfectly good men, 
rarely to be met with in this small world. 
His life has been a perpetual sermon, more 
eloquent than any words, more effective 
than any precepts. Bishop Bickersteth 
most happily summarized the record of his 
thirty years’ devotion when he said, ‘only 
the day of God will reveal the results of his 
life and example.’ Acta deos nunquam mor- 
talia fallunt.” 


ST. MARGARET'S SCHOOL, TOKYO. 

Miss Heath reports that several of the 
teachers and other employés of St. Marga- 
ret’s School, Tokyo, have recently been bap- 
tized, and that now all of the teachers and 
servants and thirty of the pupils are Chris- 
tians. The native-built house in the coun- 
try, for the occupancy of the beneficiaries of 
the school, built with the ‘special ” sent 


py the ladies of St. John’s Church, Eliza- 
beth, New Jersey, will be finished early in 
July. 


A JAPANESE CHRISTIAN’S OFFERING. 


On the 8th of June, 1890, the Rev. Isaac 
Dooman celebrated the Holy Communion in 
Nara, and a large number of Japanese 
Christians were present. Among them was 
a young convert, who was studying in a 
government school to become a teacher. He 
wished very much to receive the Holy Com- 
munion, but was unwilling to do so without 
making an offering. As he had no money, 
he reverently laid upon the plate a white 
kerchief of gossypium, resembling crape. It 
was decorated in one corner with the picture 
of a man fishing near the shore. This, of 
course, was significant. It also displayed in 
Japanese characters, red and black, the 
name of the donor. 

Mr. Dooman was pleased and much im- 
pressed with the offering, and on inquiring 
of the treasurer, learned the facts already 
mentioned. He sent the gift to this country, 
believing that the story and the lesson it 
teaches would be appreciated by those in- 
terested in Foreign Missions. A suitable 
edging of lace has been added to this 
kerchief, and the dean of the General Sem- 
inary in New York has accepted it for use 
at the Holy Communion in the Chapel of the 
Good Shepherd, probably on certain days 
when the associations would make it es- 
pecially appropriate. 


Professor A. 8. Bickmore, of the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History in New 
York, has called attention to the fact that 
the Ainos or aborigines of Japan do not be- 
long to the Mongol race, but to our own 
Indo-European or Caucasian family, and 
that they are more nearly allied to us than 
the Aryans of India. The Rev. John 
Batchelor, of the Church Missionary Society 
of England, a successful laborer amongst 
these people, has also distinguished himself 
by his studies in the Aino language. He 
has not only published a grammar and a 
vocabulary of this hitherto totally unknown 
language, but he has also finished a trans- 
lation of the Gospel of St. Matthew, which 
has called forth the highest commendations 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society.

GOD ANSWERS PRAYER. 


Two years ago the local secretary of a 
branch of the Gleaner’s Union obtained some 
African curiosities from the Church Mission- 
ary House (London) to exhibit at a mother’s 
meeting. She was instructed to forward 
them next day to a clergyman in a distant 
town. She sent them off; and the same 
night, being sleepless, it occurred to her to 
pray that the clergyman, of whom she only 
knew the name, might use them effectively, 
‘and that his influence might be instrumen- 
tal in sending forth some young missionary 
from his parish. This she did, by the space 
of two hours: and from that day, every 
month for two years, she looked in the 
Gleaner to see if any one had been accepted 
from that town. In a recent number she 
found, to her intense joy, that the clergyman 
himself was going out/ The world would 
call this a striking coincidence; what do 
we call it? 

So, when some of the friends of the China 
Inland mission, moved by the wants of that 
great empire, united in definite prayer that 
the Lord would enable them to send 100 
more missionaries, the prayer was heard, 
and the 100 were sent. 

The Lone Star mission among the Telugus 
was saved from extinction and nurtured 
into extraordinary success by prayer. : 
When the church numbered 143 members, 
they made it a special request, during the 
week of prayer early in 1869, that God 
would convert and add to the church dur- 
ing the year 500 souls. The number bap- 
tized into the Ongdle church was 573, as 
well as fifty-three into the neighboring

church at Nellore. And that was but the 
beginning of blessing. The Rev. 
James Calvert, acting on the idea that 
prayer and effort for the conversion of se- 
lected individuals would be honored by 
God, thus prayed for the conversion of 
Thakumbau, King of Fiji. His prayers 
were heard, and this greatly tended to bring 
about the marvellous spiritual revolution 
witnessed in these islands. — Rev. Hdward 
Storrow, in the Missionary Review. 


A REMARKABLE LETTER FROM 
BISHOP TUCKER. 


THE latest letter from Bishop Tucker pre- 
sents a graphic account of what God has 
wrought in Uganda, in the heart of the dark 
continent. He says: ‘‘Truly, the half was 
nottold me. Exaggeration about the eager- 
ness of the people here to be taught there 
has been none. No words can describe the 
emotion which filled my heart as, on Sunday, 
December 28th, I stood up to speak to fully 
1,000 men and women, who crowded the 
Church of Buganda. It was a wonderful 
sight! There, close beside me, was the 
katikiro—the second man in the kingdom. 
There, on every hand, were chiefs of vari- 
ous degrees, all Christian men, and all in 
their demeanor devout and earnest to a de- 
gree. The responses, in their heartiness, 
were beyond anything I have heard even in 
Africa. There was a second service in the 
afternoon, at which there must have been 
fully 800 present. The same earnest atten- 
tion was apparent, and the same spirit of 
devotion. I can never be sufficiently thank- 
ful to God for the glorious privilege of being 
permitted to preach to these dear members 
of Christ’s flock.” 

The Bishop administered Confirmation to 
seventy persons, and publicly set apart six 
earnest native Christians for the work of lay 
evangelists, with the ultimate object, if the 
Lord directs, of the fittest being ordained 
to the work of the Ministry. So excellent 
is the spirit of the native Christians, and 
such an aptitude have they for teaching, 
that the Bishop writes: ‘“‘I shall be greatly 
disappointed if, within a very few years, we 
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do not have, not only a large body of native 
lay evangelists scattered over the land, but 
also the foundation of a zealous native Min- 
istry.” Concerning the self-support of the 
native Church, the following remarkable 
testimony is borne: ‘‘I should say that in 
no other part of the world is there to be 
found a native Church which is so disposed 
to support itself and its Ministry as the 
Church of Buganda. The land occupied by 
the missionaries is a gift from the people; 
the houses occupied by Messrs. Gordon and 
Walker were built for them by the Christians 
without any expectation of payment, and to 
crown all, a large house of three rooms has 
been built for myself,and two smaller houses 
for the other members of my party. I have 
said this crowns all, but it does not. Every 
day the Christians bring us food in such 
quantities that we have more than enough 
for sustenance. I do not expect it will be 
necessary for me to buy any food during the 
period of my stay here. The people are 
only too anxious to keep one here.” 

Bishop Tucker also writes that ‘‘the open- 
ings for workers are simply marvellous. [I 
should say that such another open door does 
not exist in any other part of the world.” 
He concludes his very remarkable letter by 
saying that he was about to return to Eng- 
land to obtain, if possible, at least seven 
additional missionaries. 


A NOTABLE CONVERSION. 


Tae Rev. Mr. Mackay writes from Formosa 
concerning an extraordinary turning from 
idols on the part of the people of Ka-le-oan, 
a village, or rather a congeries of villages, 
recently visited by him. A native assistant 
had commenced work in that district, but 
Mr. Mackay had been hindered from going 
there. On his recent visit he found many of 
the people having a clear idea of Gospel 
truth, while all of them were wearied of 
idol-worship. But they told the missionary 
that the military mandarin had declared 
that they must keep up their idol-worship 
or else become rebels against Chinese 
authority. Mr. Mackay visited the official, 
who ‘‘wished him peace,” and gave per- 
‘mission to the people to do as they liked. 
A council was at once held by the people, 
which turned out to be boisterous; but on 
Mr. Mackay’s entering the assembly and in- 
quiring if it were because of difference of 


opinion, he was informed that the people 
were unanimous, and that they were only 
giving vent to their indignation for having 
served idols so long. They then handed 
over for Christian service an idol temple 
which they had built at a cost of $2,000. 

The next day was a joyous one. Led by 
the head men of the place, parties went from 
village to village gathering up idols, incense 
sticks, and all the paraphernalia of idolatry, 
and made a great bonfire of them all. The 
temple, now a Christian church, was opened, 
and the people poured in, singing with great 
gladness the 100th Psalm. The three main 
facts in the case Mr. Mackay states thus: (1) 
Nearly 500 idolaters cleared their houses of 
idols in our presence. (2) They declared 
themselves anxious to worship the Lord, the 
Redeemer. (8) They gave a temple built 
for idols as a house of worship for the living 
and true God. 


THE MOST NORTHERLY MISSION IN 
AMERICA. - 

OorkKEAVIE, next to Cape Prince of Wales, 
is the largest village on the Arctic coast, and 
numbers about 300 Esquimaux. It is also 
the government refuge station for ship- 
wrecked whalers. Within the past ten years 
some 2,000 sailors have been wrecked on 
this Arctic coast; so far they have been fort- 
unate in finding vessels within reach to 
carry them south to civilization; but the oc- 
casion is liable to come any season when 
they will be compelled to winter here. 
This, to a large body of men, means slow 
starvation and death. The bleak, bare 
country could not afford subsistence, and 
there is no adequate supply of provision 
within 1,500 or 2,000 miles. When the long 
Arctic winter sets in no power on earth could 
reach them with help. To provide against 
any such horrible tragedy Captain Healy 
early saw the necessity of having an ample 
supply of provisions stored at some central 
place. The plan grew and took shape in 
his own mind; he enlisted his friends and 
the men interested in the whaling industry. 
particularly in New Bedford and San Fran- 
cisco, and finally, after many vexatious de- 
lays that would have discouraged a less 
persistent man, Congress voted the money 
for the erection of the buildings, and the 
purchase of the provisions. 

Last year Captain Healy brought up the 
materials and erected the main building, 
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which is a low, one-story building, thirty 
by forty-eight feet in size. The walls, roof 
and floor are made double as a protection 
against the intense cold of this high north- 
ern latitude in winter. It will accommo- 
date fifty men comfortably; it can shelter 
100 if necessary. The house has provisions 
for 100 men for twelve months. 

Ootkeavie is also one of the villages se- 
lected by the United States Bureau of Edu- 
cation for the establishment of a school, the 
contract for which was given by Dr. Harris, 
United States commissioner of education, to 
the board of home missions of the Presbyte- 
rian Church. The money needed for its 
establishment was generously contributed 
by Mrs. E:liott F. Shepard of New York. 

This is the most northern school in 
America and, with but one exception, in 
the world, being in latitude 71° 26’ north. 
—HFlome Mission Monthly. 


THE PROGRESS OF MISSIONS IS NOT 
SMALL. 


WE sometimes hear even the friends of 
missions assert that the progress is deplo- 
rably small. We ask—small in comparison 
with what? If the answer be—small in pro- 
portion to the effort made, the answer runs 
clean counter to our deepest convictions, 
Considering how little man has done or tried 
to do, the blessing from on high appears to 
us most graciously, most marvellously large. 
The seed we sow never perishes; it brings 
forth fifty, sixty and a hundred-fold. Just 
compare the progress made in modern times 
with what was witnessed when the Gospel was 
preached even by apostolic lips. Some 
thoughtlessly speak as if the miracle of Pen- 
tecost had been frequently repeated through 
the early centuries. It was notso, even dur- 
ing the first. The highest estimate which we 
can possibly form of the number of profess- 
ing Christians in the year 100 is not half a 
million, including children, and some au- 
thorities make it considerably less. But, 
during the last century, more than 3,000,000 
have been rescued from heathenism by Prot- 
estant missions alone. The Lord is pleased 
to bless our poor, initial efforts far beyond 
what we had reason to expect—for very 
feeble and faltering have these efforts been; 
and His marvellous goodness ought to impel 
us to run henceforth the way of His com- 
mandments.—J. Murray Mitchell, LL.D. 
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STORY OF A TRACT. 


Ar the last annual meeting of the Chinese 
Religious Tract Society of Shanghai, one of 
the speakers related an instance of a native 
of north China obtaining a tract from the 
Rev. Dr. Corbett in Chefoo and taking it 
to his home far away in the country. It 
was read by himself and others, and created 
a great interest. The Rev. Dr. Corbett was 
led to visit the place, and through the 
Divine blessing upon the truth which the 
people have read and heard there are now 
more than a thousand Christian converts in 
that place. 


FRAGMENTS. 
The only way in which the Japanese 
Government will allowa foreigner to become 
a Japanese citizen is to marry a Japanese 
wife and be adopted as the son of his father- 
in-law. 


Of the 600 members of the upper and 
lower houses of the imperial diet in Tokyo, 
Japan, about 350 are heimin, or common 
people. Until lately these men had no po- 
litical status. , 

York and Winchester Cathedrals are 
both announced to contribute offertories 
toward the social scheme of the Church 
Army for the reclamation of tramps, crimi- 
nals and inebriates. 

General Armstrong says: ‘‘ There is 
a strong law-abiding instinct in the red race, 
and a remarkable loyalty in executing jus- 
tice, illustrated by the fidelity and efficiency 
of the Indian police.” 

The Rev. Dr. Bauman, of the English 
Church Missionary Society’s mission in Cal- 
cutta, has during the twenty years of his 
labors been able to admit to Baptism more 
than 200 adults, many of them being con- 
verts of good social position. He has also 
done important work in the educational and 
literary departments. 

In Missiones Catholice, the authorita- 
tive year-book of Roman Catholic missions 
throughout the world, England is placed 
first among the mission fields in which 
Rome is at work. Five cardinals are named 
as the general superintendents of missions, 
and of these four have charge of the conver- 
sion of England, Australia, Canada, and the 
United States, while only one has charge of 
the conversion of the heathen.

PROMPT RESPONSE TO APPEALS. 


WUCHANG. 

In the June Sprrit or Missions we printed a letter from Mr. Partridge, 
asking for the furnishing of a chapel, with an organ for the same; furniture for 
his office or school-room, with maps; and furnishing for St. Augustine’s day- 
school without the city. 

These requests were received on April 13th, and on the 25th of that month 
the Children’s Missionary League of St. George’s Church, New York, gave the 
$25 asked for the furnishing of the office, with $11 for the desired maps; on 
June lst came from a member of St. James’ Parish, Chicago, the $25 for the 
furnishing of the day-school, while on the 4th were received from another mem- 
ber of that parish the $25 asked for chapel furnishings, and from a member of 
Grace Church, in the same city, $25 for the small organ desired. ‘To these gifts 
two members of the Chicago branch have added $15, and the Junior Society of 
Grace Church, New York, $15.94, which additional sums we are sure will be 
welcome for the fitting-up of the ‘‘chapel in the loft,” which Mr, Partridge 
mentions as a need to come later on, or for some other purpose more pressing at 
the present time. 

I-CHANG. 

In answer to Mrs. Sowerby’s appeal for a girls’ day-school, we have received 
so far, for school materials, $50, and toward the building, $197.14 of the $300 
asked for. Of these contributions, $170.40 came from East Carolina, $3.28 from 
a sewing-school connected with Emmanuel Parish, Baltimore, $1 from a mem- 
ber of the Auxiliary in Colorado, $22.86 from a girls’ school in New York, and 
$50 from a gentleman in Central Pennsylvania. If the whole amount could be 
sent this summer to I-chang, we presume the building could be put up and 
opened for use in the fall. 

CAPE MOUNT. 

We rejoice to say that a full and ready response has been given Mrs. Brierley, 
in answer to her request for the outfit, travelling expenses and support of her 
new helper, Miss Nicoll. Two dollars and a half from a member of the Cali- 
fornia branch, $50 from the young ladies of St. Thomas’, and $16 from the King’s 
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Daughters of St. Bartholomew's, New York, and $170 from the Chicago branch, 
have come in to reimburse Mrs. Brierley for the $50 she advanced, to give Miss 
Nicoll a stipend for the rest of the present year upon the basis of that appro- 
priated by the Board after September 1st, and to meet $118.50 of that appro- 
priation for the coming year. 

TOKYO. 

An earlier appeal than any of these reached us from the Reverend Mr. Francis, 
in January. He wrote, on December 26th, “I am sadly in need of about $200 
to carry on the work which I am doing in the Theological School. . . . The 
Board was unable to appropriate the amount requested, and cut down our 
estimate one-half. . . . Unless I can get special help at this time, I shall 
have to stop work in the school for the rest of the year. I cannot for a 
moment think that this will come to pass, for I feel confident that God will, in 
some way, provide for His work.” 

In response to this, $150 have been given through the Pennsylvania branch 
and $45 through the Massachusetts branch of the Auxiliary, which, with $5 from 
Western Texas, makes exactly the $200 named by Mr. Francis. 

He writes, on April 5th: ‘‘ We were very much pleased to hear of the suc- 
cess of the appeal for our translation work. I heard from a friend in Milwaukee 
that they were trying there to raise $200 for me, in answer to my letter. 

** We decided in our conference, a few days ago, to put as much strength 
as possible into the work of the Theological School next year, and shall ask for 
a much larger appropriation. I hope the Board may be able to give what we 
ask for. The Theological School is now our most important work.” 

OSAKA. 

Again, Mr. McKim thanks us for sending six sets of the 8. P. C. K. Com- 
mentary to his catechists, in answer to a request made on January 5th. These 
acknowledgments are due to the branches of the Auxiliary in Massachusetts 
and in St. George’s Parish, New York, which furnished the necessary means. 

Mr. McKim writes, May 2d: ‘“‘ Thank you very much for sending so speedily 
the six complete sets of the 8S. P. C. K. Commentary for my English-reading 
catechists. Three sets have already been given to Messrs. Osho, Sumoto and 
Jo. The remaining three sets] am reserving for Messrs. Momok, Chikashize 
and Arai, three students in our Tokio Theological School, who are coming to 
work with me about the end of June. 

‘¢ Will you kindly express my most grateful acknowledgments to the ladies 
who have done so much to assist my Japanese co-laborers? They have so little 
in the way of good Christian literature to help them, that they appreciate most 
thankfully any assistance given to them.” 

ALL SAINTS’, SIOUX FALLS, SOUTH DAKOTA. 

It is natural for our thoughts, in these summer months, to turn from Japan 
to South Dakota, and we rejoice that the request made by the Bishop, who 
seems at present to belong to two so divided jurisdictions, has met with so full 
a response from the auxiliary of Rhode Island. 

In March, when on his way to Japan, Bishop Hare wrote us: ‘I am nearly 
5 000 miles from the Pacific coast, and yet my mind turns with solicitude to the 
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blessed work and the dear workers in South Dakota; and though by the time 
this reaches you, the branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary will be bringing their 
work to a close, I should like to get one of my wants before them, and thus, 
perhaps, gather up some of the crumbs. 

“You know of All Saints’ School, my boarding-school for girls in the 
white field. It is a great power for good, but it is not self-supporting, as in- 
deed no first-class school in the early days of our new settlements can be. It 
has been in operation six years, and a good deal of the furniture is in bad con- 
dition, and ought to be replaced during the coming summer. Can you get this 
want before those who could entertain it? Any amount would be acceptable, 
but the total needed would be about $150.” 

On June 15th we received this $150 from Rhode Island, with a word from 
the president of the branch: ‘‘I am very glad the good Bishop will have his 
mind relieved as to his home work while he is working hard at the other side 
of the world.” 


We have been pleased to mention these special gifts, as we might others—_ 
the $300 from the young ladies of St. John’s, Elizabeth, New Jersey, for Miss 
Heath’s summer home, the thirty dollars from St. George’s, New York, for Mr. 
Francis’ organ, the sixty-five dollars from Trinity Chapel, New York, for an 
organ for Red Cloud, The Platte—thinking, as we name each one, of the 
strengthening and cheer they must bring to our distant missionaries. They 
are in frequent need of help; it is our privilege and pleasure as well as our duty 
to give it; how much more welcome it must be when given without delay, as 
though we could not wait to do our part!

THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY. 
We take great pleasure in printing the 
accompanying letter from Bishop Leonard, 


which shows the reflex influence of the Mis- . 


sionary Bishop upon the missionary spirit of 
the women of his jurisdiction. Among his 
own anxieties it is helpful and inspiring that 
heshould share the burdens pressing upon the 
hearts of the workers at the Mission Rooms. 
There are not men only in the Church, but 
womenalso, who are able, if they only will, 
to lighten those burdens. By bringing home 
to them the knowledge that they exist in 
the missionary jurisdiction of Nevada and 
Utah, and at the missionary headquarters in 
New York, it is possible that some such 


women may be moved to will to do that 
which God has put into their power. 

Bishop Leonard writes from Reno, April 
17th: 

‘‘T have just returned from Carson where 
I had a delightful conference with my Ne- 
vada people. Especially was our Auxiliary 
meeting pleasant. I wish you could have 
been there. It has been hard to interest our 
Nevada women in the auxiliary, but God’s 
Holy Spirit evidently moved them yesterday. 
I spoke as fervently as I could at our public ser- 
vice, and then we came to the auxiliary meet- 
ing in the afternoon. I was delighted to see 
how they took hold of my suggestions. I 
mentioned the contents of your letter, and 
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by vote the auxiliary resolved to pay fifty 
dollars for the insurance on the life of one 
of the Foreign missionaries, the money to 
be paid before the end of the year. This is 
in addition to the Lenten work which they 
propose to do, The Utah branch takes a 
scholarship in the colored school at Cairo, 
Illinois. 

“We have very simple machinery here, a 
president, secretary and treasurer for Ne- 
vada and Utah each, and then there is a 
vice president in each parish, who will 
represent the parish through its regular 
parochial guild. I am satisfied this will be 
best in our work. 

‘‘Our Easter offering will be something 
more than $900. I have been astonished to 
know what the girls in this school have 
given—$133.00. I declare I don’t see how 
they got it. There are only twenty of them, 
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and, with the six teachers, you see it is an 
average of five dollars each. 

“‘It is very excellent work which this 
school is doing, but the people are poor and 
cannot pay much for what they get, and so 
the financial burden which comes on me is 
heavy. I shall be faithful and hold on as 
long asI can. God’s will be done. Had I 
$15,000 to add to the little endowment I 
have, what a relief it would be! If I could 
only get the ear of those interested in girls 
I could show them that this is really as 
good missionary work as can be done. It 
has paid back every dollar that has been 
spent upon it. I know you are anxious at 
the Bible House. LIoftenthink of you. We 
need not be discouraged, I am sure. We 
have only to do our part, He will do the 
rest for us.

SOUTH DAKOTA. 


REPORT OF HELP RECEIVED AT SISSETON 
AGENCY. 

Tue Reverend John Robinson writes: 
April 13th. ‘This is the third attempt 
to write you. I think now that the last 
box and the last package by mail have 
arrived. With clothing and money—about 
$1,200 in all—our Church has ministered 
to the pbysical necessities as well as 
to the spiritual cravings of this people. 
Our supply has been a very generous 
one, and I do not think that there is 
either an ‘if’ or an ‘an’ to be added to it. 

‘¢ This morning I told one of our communi- 
cants (one who is yet infant enough to like 
the Indian dance) that I did not think that 
I should again have to beg for clothing for 
them, but I was afraid that I should have to 
ask for a supply of rubber rattles, penny 
whistles and nursing bottles, to give out to 
our communicants who go to those dances. 
He laughed heartily about it. I am very 
happy to say that the number of these is not 
great, yet there are more than enough who 
have taken advantage of the change of mis- 
sionaries, and have gone off to play. 

‘+ Bach one of the four catechists has re- 
ceived a goodly supply for himself and fam- 
ily. I have been able to give each a good 
overcoat along with his new suit. At one 
of the stations I had to help with the supply 
of candy and apples, but the other station 
(I mean the out-stations where there are 


churches) was able to have a good old-time 
Christmas tree and a big supper after it. 
“At both stations the women are working 
very industriously. One church has a new 
carpet on the chancel; and the women are 
working for an altar-cloth. I think, too, 
that they hope to be able soon to contribute 
something to the fund which the young men 
have on hand for purchasing new seats for 
their church. Mrs. Robinson has assisted 
both guilds out of the sewing material 
which she has received. We hope to be 
able—after these Indians have received their 
money—to persuade the women of this 
central station to organize into two or three 
guilds for different fields of missionary work. 
It is but reasonable for us to ask them to 
contribute out of their plenty. Some will 
have money to put out at interest. The 
interest on the money for the sale of their 
surplus land will amount to about $85,000 
per annum, and for eleven years to come 
there will be a cash annuity of about $8.50 
each. The interest is to be expended for 
educational and civilization purposes, but as 
the men are now citizens and have a vote, 
they may be able in a few years to have it 
all come io hard cash, to be paid out to 
each individual, and then all will share and 
share alike. 
‘‘Most of these, through their having 
plenty a few years ago and then having the 
three years of poor crops, have learned te 
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appreciate the value of money and industry. 
Ido think that there will not be such a whole- 
sale giving away of all that they have to 
other Indians, as there would have been a 
year or two ago. We can now see the other 
side—the selfish side—of the Indian forcing 
itself into notice. 

‘¢There are but very few articles of cloth- 
ing left in this house. We have a few gifts 
for children for next Christmas. 

“Through the efforts of Miss Woods of 
Boston, four or five boxes came; Mrs. Kinney 
had four boxes sent; a box came from Pitts- 
burgh, one from New York, and then the 
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boxes—one from Rochester, one from Olean, 
and the last from Providence, R. I.—for the 
catechists. These, with cash from Mr, Her- 
bert Welsh and others, combined to make 
our house a base of supplies. 

‘© At present I seem to be the banker, for 
some who wish to purchase seeds, for others’ 
who through necessity cannot wait for pay 
day at the agency, and for others, yet, who 
wish to return to their homes here, so that 
they and their children can receive their 
allotments of land and their portions of the 
cash annuity.” 


Offerings are asked to sustain missions in thirteen missionary jurisdictions and 
thirty-four dioceses, also among the Indians and among the Colored People in our 
_land, as well as missions in China, Japan, Africa, Haiti and Greece—to pay the 
salaries of sixteen Bishops and stipends to 1,000 missionary workers, and to sup- 
port schools, hospitals and orphanages. $500,000 are asked for this year.
